Strike Voted at Meeting Attended by President John Golden 


of the United Textile Workers —Mill Officials Claim 


ills Cannot Afford Increase—Seven Mills and 15,OOC 


Operatives Affected—Mass Meeting This Afternoon 


Unless the 
mill -officials 
should 
change their mind and grant the addi- 
tional 5 per cent increase demanded 
by the mill operatives of this city over 
the 10 per cent, increase, which went 
into effect June 17, a general strike of 
mill operatives will take place in Low- 
ell Monday morning. A vote to call a 
strike was taken at a meeting of the 
Lowell Textile council which was held 
last evening and at which 
President 


John Golden of the 
United 
Textile 
Workers of America was present, and 
the mill officials were given until noon 
today to post notices in their respec- 
tive plants to the effect that the in- 
crease demanded had been 
granted. 


The mill officials did not acquiesce to 
the demand, for this morning Agent J. 


C. Wadleigh of the Merrimack Mfg. Co., 
acting in behalf of the local cotton 
mills, sent a communication to Frank 
N. Stimpson, secretary of the Lowell 
Textile council, to the effect that it 
was wholly impossible for the mills to 
grant the increase. The union officials 
claim that the number of 
operatives 


employed in the cotton mills who are 
affiliated 
with 
the 
United Textile 


Workers of America is great enough to 
cripple all the cotton mills of Lowell. 


About three weeks ago the mill op- 
eratives, through the United Textile 
Workers of America, sent a demand to 
the mill officials for an increase in 
wages of 15 per cent., to become effec- 
tive June 17. Sometime later notices 
of a 10 per cent increase were posted 


in the mills, but this was not deeme< 
sufficient and the matter was referret 
to the general officers of the Unitei 
Textile Workers of America with th' 
result that President John Golden o 
the organization came to Lowell las 
evening and conferred with representa 
tives of 
the Lowell Textile council 


which includes delegates from all th< 
textiles organizations of Lowell affili 
ated with the U.T.W.. of A., at a spe 
cial meeting which was held 
at

purchases of war materials in

country. In peace times, the govern- 
ment spent less than 51,000,000,000 an 
nually.

»»r Aircraft Plan Favored 


The senate adopted several impor- 


tant amendments to the bill. 


One authorized organization of the 


$100,000,000 Aircraft Production cor- 
poration proposed by the aircraft pro- 
duction board as a. vehicle for co-or- 
dinating aircraft production as ship- 
building: is co-ordinated by the shin- 
ping board through tha Emergency 
Fleet Corp. 


Other amendments accepted author- 


ize the new plan of basing draft quo- 
tas on the number of men in Class 1, 
Instead of upon state populations and 
affecting rights of neutrals under the 
draft law. The senate previously had 
adopted the draft quota legislation, 
.but it has been held up in the house- 


The amendment .affecting neutrals 


provides that citizens of neutral coun- 
tries now subject to draft, who have 
declared their intention of becoming 
American citizens, shall not be eligible 
for citizenship if they claim exemp- 
tion from the draft. 


This provision, offered by Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, was adopted 
as a substitute for an amendment ap- 
proved by the state department pro- 
viding for exemption from the draft 
of all citizens of neutral countries. 
.IiOng Debate on Age Ijlmits 


A proposal by Senator Hard wick 


of Georgia, that the present minimum 
age limit of 21 years be substituted 
for the 20-year minimum of the Fall 
amendment, was rejected. 41 to 33. as 
was one by Senator "Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts, to make the maximum age 
35 years instead of 40. 


A proposal by Senator Brandegee of 


Connecticut, to reduce the minimum 
age-to IS years was defeated, as was 
one by Senator New. 'of Indiana, to 
make military training .of youths be- 
tween 20 and 21 compulsory.

gations carefully conducted have led 
to. the conclusion that profiteering ex- 
ists among American 
industries

vantage being taken of war pressure 
for heavy production and in part to

barefaced 


fraud," the federal 
trade commission 


announced today in a report sent to 
the senate. . The report was submit- 
ted in response to a resolution asking 
the commission to furnish the senate 
with all figures and information rela- 
tive to profiteering, in order that 
steps might be taken to remedy pres- 
ent conditions.

are:The heavy profit made by the low 
cost concerns

fixed price for the whole country. 


The heavy profit made by the meat 


packers and allied industries and by

The 
products 
investigated are: 


.Steel, copper, 
zinc,

lumber, flour, canned milk and canned 
salmon. 
Salaries and bonuses

high officials also were the subject of 
inquiries. 
Price fixing by the government, the 


report says, has tended to prevent the 
market from running away, but at the 
same time it strengthens the stronger 
factors in industries , in their position 
and enriches them by profits 
"which 


are without precedent." 


While the price of flour has been 


kr stabilized by fixing a price for wheat 


and a maximum margin of profit for 
flour, the report shows

gone up considerably during the past 
two years, but the increase in wages 
does not compare "with the increase in 
the cost of living." 


The Mill Officials 


Referring to the attitude of the mill 


officials, Sir. Golden said that they 
were duly notified on June 24 that the 
mill operatives were not satisfied with 
the ten per cent, increase granted them 
June 17 and that they insisted on re- 
ceiving the additional five per cent, aa 
requested in the 'original demand prior 
to June 17. They were also informed 
that a strike would be declared unless 
it was announced by Saturday noon, 
June 29. thp.t the full 15 per cent, in- 
crease would go into effect Monday 
morning. July 1. The notification sent 
to the officials was contained in the 
following letter:

Home has increased from 5340 a year 
to $400 and the increase of maintaining 
a family has increased in the same 
proportion. 
Mr. Smoot argued that .the 


•pension should be paid just the same 
to men in homes and also to the few 
veterans whose income reached $1000 
a year. For, said he, no vetera.n ought 
to be compelled to announce himself a 
pauper in order to receive a pension 
from the country for which he risked 
his life years ago. 
Mr. Smoot predict- 


ed his amendment would greatly reduce 
the number of private pension 
bills, 


and reduce the number of inmates in 
soldiers' homes, as it will make it pos- 
sible for many of these men to rejoin 
their families. He also called attention 
to the great benefits provided for the 
troops of today which the soldiers of 
the Civil war lacked. "There was no 
Red Cross, no war risk insurance or 
other financial aid given the men of 
the Civil war," said he, "and while the 
United States is now insuring its sol- 
diers at the rate of $7.50 a thousand 
dollars, no other country is issuing war 
risk insurance less than ?50 a thou- 
sand." In connection with the present 
payments it is interesting to note that 
the first pensions issued by the govern- 
ment were for but $4 a month ;ind when 
later on they were raised to ?ti it was 
thought to be a large amount. Now 
the minimum is to be ?30 with a rising 
scale based on age and service up to 
542 a month.

No warrior in all history ever 
set on foot such a varied line of agen- 
cies for the destruction of human life. 
He is nearing the end of his resources. 
His allies are beginning to see the 
absurdity of their sacrificing all in a 
vain attempt to enable the Kaiser to 
reach the goal of his ambition to rule 
the world. Already, what is hard to 
explain, all the allies <jf Germany have 
become her vassals. Austria, Bulgaria, 
Turkey and Finland are chained to her 
chariot wheels. In view of the state 
of demoralization in all these countries, 
it appears that they cannot much long- 
er maintain the struggle, and that in 
Austria at least general revolt is likely 
to upset all the Kaiser's calculations. 


The Italian defeat has been a severe 


blow to Austria and one from which 
she will not recover 
sufficiently to 


lead an 
effective 
offensive 
against 


Italy. The Kaiser cannot send troops 
to aid Austria without rendering his 
operations on the western front much 
weaker. Thus it would appear that 
the Teutons are stalled in all their 


and other countries at war and ask 
how they have managed to do this 
work with only the old men, the chi - 
dren and the women left.

People who know little of army life 


are sometimes astonished at the great 
cure exercised 
by army 
officers 
in 


teaching military 
courtesy 
to those 


who come from civil life ,to join this 
great American army of ours. 


It may seem strange that courtesy 


should be needed in an army organ- 
ized expressly for the purpose of de- 
feating an enemy, an army trained to 
the minute in the newest methods of 
offense and defense to wipe out the 
•power of the Hun, and 
make 
the 


world a place of pea£e and liberty 
where men, women and children may 
pursue their own happiness without 
fear. 


And yet, if the personalities' of great 


fighters are examined, 
they will 
be 


found almost without exception to be 
the kindest, most courteous and chi- 
valrous characters of history. 


There are -innumerable stories told 


of the courtesy of the world's great 
soldiers, from Hannibal down through 
the ages to Washington, Grant, and 
the other great heroes of our own be- 
loved nation. 


In civil life, the man who is polite 


gets far more attention, far more re- 
spect and is obeyed far more readily 
than the man who is impolite. There 
is a feeling of admiration for the man 
who is courteous. I do not meant just 
polish, just surface politeness, but the 
real courtesy that is the result of gen- 
uine kindness and kindly feeling: for 
his fellowmen. 


The courteous man is not polite just 


for the sake of the admiration his po- 
liteness brings. 
He is polite because 


he cannot help it- Hfe has been trained 
to be polite, it is part of his charac- 
ter. He believes in it, and he is right, 
for he knows that politeness works. 


Now, 
if this is so in civil life, it is 


more than ever so in military life. 


It is courtesy that keeps the great 


army 
machine running 
smoothly 


without friction. 


If officers and men were only cour- 


teous to each other on parade or on 
occasions of ceremony, there would be 
nothing left of the army in a month. 
Tempers would be worn to a frazzle, 
orders would be resented, every sol- 
dier would be fighting with his bunkie, 
to say nothing of the helpless rage 
of the officers trying to keep in order 
a lot of cranky men, who instead of 
being trained 
to fight the 
enemy, 


ould be always lookinj for a fight 


amongst themselves. 


Then courtesy 
meanst respect 
to 


superiors, and if you will think of the 
ai;Tiy as a great family, you will un- 
derstand what I mean when I say 
'respect to superiors." 
I mean 
the 


same kind of respect that you would 
jive to your father or your mother, or 
o older people generally. 


The senior is always respected in 


he army, and for very good reasons. 
He represents authority, first of all 
he authority of his rank, and he is 
entitled to courtesy therefore. 
Then 


ic represents 
the president 
of 
the 


Jnited States, and as such, of course, 
ic is entitled to respect and courtesy. 
\nd last of all, and best of all, he rep- 
resents 
the authority 
of the 
great 


\merican people, for in this country 
all power 
comes from 
the 
people. 


Therefore 
this 
superior 
must 
be 


beyed quickly and willingly or 
the 


whole fabric 
of the nation falls 
to 


ieces. 
The people of the United States are 


aught to respect constituted author- 
ty, and to be obedient 
to it, other- 


vise there would be no government, 


so in the army, military courtesy 


eaches the soldier to respect the of- 
icera who are in command, and who 
bus represent authority; for if such 
••annot be obeyed quickly 
and will- 


ngly, 
cheerfully 
and 
loyally, 
the 


vhole army fabric also falls to pieces. 


Now, there is another thing that 


military courtesy does; it makes him 
"fiends among his fellow soldiers. 
To

Other amendments accepted author- 


ize the new plan of basing draft quo- 
tas on the number of men .in Class 1. 
Instead of up*on state populations and 
affecting rights of .neutrals under the 
draft law. 'The senate previously had 
adopted the draft quota legislation, 
but it has been held up in the house. 


The amendment affecting neutrals 


provides that citizens of neutral coun- 
tries now subject to draft, v.-ho have 
declared their intention of becoming 
American citizens, shall not be eligible 
for citizenship if they claim exemp- 
tion from the draft. 


This provision, offered by Senator 


Hitchcock of Nebraska, was adopted 
as a substitute for an amendment ap- 
proved by the state department pro- 
riding- for exemption from the draft 
of all citizens of neutral countries. 


/Long Debate on Ag<- Limits 


A proposal by Senator Hardwick 


of Georgia, that the present minimum 
age limit of 21 years be substituted 
for the 20-year minimum of the Fall 
amendment, - was rejected, 41 to 33, as 
was one by Senator Wseks of Massa- 
chusetts, to make tho maximum age 
85 years instead of 40. 


A proposal by Senator Branrtcgee of 


Connecticut, to reduce the minimum 
age to IS years was defeated, as was 
one by Senator New, of Indiana, to 
make military training of youths be- 
tween 20 and

Request for Investigation 


Deposed Superintendent oi 


the Long Island Hospital 
Writes to Mayor Peters 


BOSTON', June 
29.—Another spicy 


chapter was added to the history of the 
Infirmary department battle 
yesterday 


when Dr. Charles E. Donlan, deposed 
superintendent of the Long Island hos- 
pital, asked JMayor Peters to suspenc 
the power of 
the infirmary trustees 


pending an inquiry into departmental 
affairs by a. qualified referee to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor. 
Dr. Donlan also made formal appli- 


cation to the trustees, through his at- 
torney, Joseph Lundy, for the public 
hearing which is due him under Civil 
Service rules. The understanding is 
that he- will carry the case to court. 


Dr. Donlan's letter says that his only 


personal desire is that the "work of in- 
vestigation or control should not be en- 
trusted to a board 
of 
un-American 


sympathies." 


This shaft, it is understood, is level- 


led at Miss M. A. Dierkes, the secre- 
tary, and James V. Donnaruma of the 
trustees, who were prime movers for 
Dr. Donlan's discharge. 


They made much of the fact that Dr. 


Donlan housed 30 marines from Fort 
Strong for two days at the hospital, 
without first getting permission from 
the board. Dr. Donlan's letter to the 
mayor follows: 
"I have the honor to address you in 


connection with the deplorable condi- 
tion existing at the moment in the 
official branch of the Boston infirmary 
department, a condition which, in va- 
rying phases, has obtained in that body 
for more than two decades, and which 
came to an acutely critical stage dur- 
ing the city administration immediate- 
ly preceding Your Honor's. 


'May I suggest that 
you appoint 


some person of character and ability, 
preferably one with an intimate knowl- 
edge of hospital 
administration., or 
some fair and competent person nomi- 
nated by the newspapers of 
Boston 


(which would obviate any suspicion of 
whitewash'), to institute and complete 
a. rigid and thorough inquiry of the 
department for your guidance in a final 
disposition of the problem before the 
city? Such an appointment by you 
would insure a survey of conditions, 
carrying: with it a degree of authority 
and finality, without entailing the cost 
to the public usually incidental to such 
inquiries, and insure fair play to all 
individuals concerned, in justice to you 
and to the municipality. 


"Pending such report and adjudica- 


tion by your appointed referee the in- 
terests of 
the infirma.ry department 


should be conserved and safeguarded

WASHINGTON', June 29.—Investi- 


gations carefully conducted have led 
10 the conclusion that profiteering: ex- 
ists among American 
industries 
at 


the present time, due in .part to ad- 
vantage being taken of war pressure 
for heavy production and in part to 
'inordinate 
greed 
and 
barefaced 


fraud," the federal trade commission 
innounced today in a report sent to 
the senate. 
The report was submit- 


ted in response to a resolution ashing 
the commission to furnish the senate 
with all figures and information rela- 
tive 
to profiteering, 
in order 
that 


steps might be taken to remedy pres- 
ent conditions. 


Features of Report 


Outstanding features of the report, 


each supported 
by 
extensive 
data, 


are: 
'The heavy profit made by the low 


cost concerns 
under a 
government 


fixed price for the whole country. 


The heavy profit made by the meat 


packers and allied industries and by 
the flour millers. 


The trade tendency to increase and 


maintain, prices. 
The Products Investigated 


The 
products 
investigated 
are: 


Steel, copper/., zinc, nickel, sulphur, 
lumber, flour, canned milk and canned 
salmon. 
Salaries and bonuses paid 


high officials also were the subject of 
inquiries. 
Price fixing by the government, the 


report says, has tended to prevent the 
market from running away, but at the 
same time It strengthens the stronger 
factors in industries in their position 
and enriches them by profits 
"which 


are without precedent." 


"While the price of flour has been 


stabilized by fixing a price for wheat 
and a maximum margin of profit for 
flour, the report shows 
that 
profits 


increased from an average of 12 per 
cent, on the Investment for the four 
years ending June 30, 1916, to nearly 
38 per cent, in the year ending June 
SO, 1917. "These profits," it Is stated, 
"are indefensible, considering that an 
average profit 
of one mill 
for 
six 


months of the year shows as high as 
$2 a barrel." Many millers exceed the 
government maximum for profits and

Unprecedented Profits 


The report 
declares that unprece- 


dented profits are shown in a survey 
of the packing industry. In this.con-

and Cudnhy anfl their subsidiary and 
affiliated companies, have monopolis- 
tic control of the meat industry 
and 


are looking- out for like domination in 
other products. 
Their manipulation 


of the market embraces every device 
that is useful to them without regard 
to law. 
Their reward expressed in 


terms of profits, reveals that four of 
these concerns have pocketed in 1915- 
16-17, 5140,000,000. 
However delicate 


a definition is framed 
for 'profiteer- 


ing.' these packers have preyed upon 
the people unoonslonably." 
Profits In Coal Mining 


In coal mining 
profits have been 


made despite maximum prices. 


Large profits are now being made 


in fuel oil and gasoline, the industry 
being one where the law of supply 
anfl demand still operates.

ation of this law is held to be in part 
responsible for the heavy profits, but 
a portion of the blame Is laid to the
